This was the last meeting to be attended by G. Hochmann and J. Woodsworth. They 
will both be on sabattical. Ann Golubowski was introduced by Gabriella as the 
person who would replace her on the committee. 


People who had had course guides to analyse made their reports to the committee 
orally. These will be written up by each person so that we have an accurate 
record of their findings. 


J. Woodsworth suggested that we invite Dennis Dicks to one of our meetings as 
he is head of the Arts and Science Curriculum Committee and he would be able 
to give us a real idea of what kind of guidelines his committee would find 
useful. He might also be able to give general advice on what direction this 
committee could take in fulfilling its mandate that would really be effective. 


Ideally the Status of Women Committee should have a permanent member of the 
Arts and Science Curriculum Committee to keep an eye on female input for new courses. 


F. Shaver also suggested that people from the Learning Development office 
be invited to attend one of our meetings and give us the benefit of their 
expertise. 

Generally, course guide readers found that it was difficult to categorize 
or get a real feel for the amount of female input in the Science areas as 
courses were technical in title and nature. 

Other problems encountered - course listings with only initials of authors, 
faculty listings with only initials of authors. 

None of the Eingineering course outlines were dealt with as yet. 


Most in-depth analyses came from those lookimg at-course guides for Arts 
courses. These will be handed in to me at a later date.
